federal cou rt ju ry has con ­ 
clu ded an other chapter in the 
Waterg ate story by con v ictin g 
three of Richard M. Nix on ’s 
most powerfu l aides of con ­ 
spirin g to obstru ct the in v esti­ 
g ation of the break-in at Demo­ 
cratic 
Nation al 
Committee 
headqu arters. 
Fou n d g u ilty of con spiracy , 
obstru ction of ju stice an d per­ 
ju ry were former Atty . Gen . 
John N. Mitchell, an d ex -White 
Hou se aides H R. Haldeman 
an d John D. Ehrlichman . 
Also con v icted of con spiracy 
was former Assistan t Atty . 
Gen . Robert C. Mardian . 
The ju ry acqu itted Ken n eth 
W. Parkin son , a Washin g ton at­ 
torn ey who represen ted the 
Nix on re-election committee, of 
con spiracy an d obstru ction of 
ju stice. 
The fou r men con v icted were 
ex pected to seek rev ersal of the 
decision in the U.S. Cou rt of 
Appeals. 
U. S. District Ju dg e John J. 
Sirica set n o date for sen ten c­ 
in g The fou r con v icted men re­ 
main ed free on person al recog ­ 
n izan ce. 
Asked for his reaction to the 
v erdict, Ehrlichman said, “It 


chan g es n othin g in sofar as my 
basic feelin g , an d it’s a deep- 
seated feelin g , of in n ocen ce in 
reg ard to the charg es in this 
case.” 
Ehrlichman said he had in ­ 
stru cted his lawy ers to appeal. 
Haldeman said, “I kn ow le­ 
g ally an d morally I am totally 
in n ocen t of each of the charg es 
that’s been brou g ht here ... I 
in ten d to mov e ahead in the 
day s ahead on the process of 
appeal.” 
Mitchell said on ly that he 
wou ld appeal. 
Mardian , who slu mped in to 
his seat an d held his head in 
his han ds after the v erdict was 
read, slipped ou t of the cou rt­ 
hou se u n seen by n ewsmen . 
When Sirica than ked the ju ­ 
rors for their serv ice, Mrs. 
Mardian lean ed forward in her 
seat amon g the other defen d­ 
an ts’ wiv es, stu ck ou t her 
ton g u e an d g av e a soft bu t au ­ 
dible raspberry . 
For the Parkin son s it was a 
momen t of tearfu l joy . 
“I feel g reat ... I’v e alway s 
had g reat faith an d hope an d it 
all worked ou t,” said Park­ 
in son , his wife Pamela, an d 
lawy er Jacob Stein at his side. 
As Chief Prosecu tor James 


F. Neal left the cou rthou se he 
was asked if he was satisfied 
with the v erdict: 
“I don ’t thin k satisfied is the 
word — It’s on e of relief that a 
lon g , hard job is ov er an d I can 
g o home.” 
Mitchell faces a max imu m 
sen ten ce of 25 y ears in prison 
an d a $37,000 fin e. The max ­ 
imu m sen ten ce for Haldeman is 
25 y ears an d a $21,000 fin e; for 
Ehrlichman 20 y ears an d a 
$35,000 fin e; for Mardian 5 
y ears an d a $10,000 fin e. 
The v erdict read in Sirica’s 
cou rtroom ju st before 5 p.m. on 
New Year’s Day 1975, climax ed 
on e of the last major ev en ts in 
the scan dal that domin ated 
American political life for the 
past two y ears. 
Presiden t Ford declin ed to 
commen t on the v erdict. 
There was n o immediate 
commen t from Nix on , who has 
liv ed at San Clemen te, Calif, in 
seclu sion sin ce he was forced to 
resig n the presiden cy last Au g . 
8 , less than two y ears after the 
1972 presiden tial election in 
which he won re-election by on e 
of the larg est lan dslides in his­ 
tory . 
Bu t the Waterg ate scan dal, 
which at first seemed to hav e 
JOHN MITCHELL 


so little effect on that election , 
dev eloped a lan dslide of its own 
which ev en tu ally swamped Nix ­ 
on an d man y of the men who 
wielded v ast power while he 
was in the White Hou se. 
The cov er-u p trial ju ry delib­ 
erated n early 15 hou rs ov er 
three day s before they n otified 
Sirica at 4:25 p.m. Wedn esday 
that they had reached a v er­ 
dict. 
Sin ce former White Hou se 
Cou n sel John W. Dean III took 
the oath on Oct. 16, as the lead- 
off prosecu tion witn ess, the ju ­ 
rors heard testimon y 
from 
more than 8 0 witn esses an d lis­ 
ten ed to 30 tapes, in clu din g 28 
con v ersation s between Nix on 
an d his aides. 
Althou g h Nix on , who has 
been in ill health sin ce his res­ 
ig n ation , n ev er appeared in 
cou rt, either as defen dan t or 
witn ess, his tape-recorded v oice 
was heard repeatedly . 
Ehrlichman su bpoen aed Nix ­ 
on to testify as a defen se wit­ 
n ess. Bu t Sirica dismissed the 
su bpoen a after three cou rt-ap­ 
poin ted doctors ex amin ed the 
former presiden t an d reported 
that the earliest he mig ht be 
able to g iv e a deposition wou ld 
be Jan . 6. 


In his in stru ction s to the ju ry 
on Mon day , Sirica directed the 
n in e women an d three men to 
ren der their v erdict withou t re­ 
g ard to the pardon Ford g ran t­ 
ed Nix on . 
A member of the ju ry , who 
asked n ot to be iden tified, said 
the pardon n ev er was dis­ 
cu ssed. 
The ju ror called the tapes a 
key factor in the v erdict: 
“It’s too bad y ou can ’t hav e 
tapes in ev ery trial. It’s hard to 
arg u e with the tapes.” 
The members of the ju ry , 
eig ht blacks an d fou r whites 
with two reg istered Repu bli­ 
can s in clu din g foreman John A. 
Hoffar, a retired U.S. Park 
Serv ice police serg ean t, filed 
in to Cou rtroom No. 2 at 4:47 
p.m. 
The defen dan ts an d their law­ 
y ers had been su mmon ed from 
the clu ster of small rooms 
where they had office space 
throu g hou t the lon g trial. 
They waited, ten se an d ex ­ 
pectan t, for abou t 20 min u tes 
before Sirica en tered, followed 
a min u te later by the ju ry . 
Mitchell’s n ame led the list of 
defen dan ts on the in dictmen t. 
“ As to defen dan t Mitchell,” 
read James 
Capitan io, 
the 


clerk, “Cou n t on e, g u ilty ; cou n t 
two, g u ilty ; cou n t fou r, g u ilty ; 
cou n t fiv e, g u ilty ; cou n t six , 
g u ilty .” The third cou n t had 
been dismissed by the ju dg e. 
Mitchell flu shed slig htly , then 
tu rn ed to his lawy er, William 
G. Hu n dley an d whispered, 
“Don ’t take it too hard " 
Cou n t on e charg ed all fiv e de­ 
fen dan ts with con spiracy to ob­ 
stru ct 
ju stice. 
Cou n t 
two 
charg ed all bu t Mardian with 
obstru ction of ju stice. The re­ 
main in g cou n ts were perju ry 
charg es ag ain st Mitchell. Hai- 
deman an d Ehrlichman . 
Fifteen times Capitan io in ­ 
ton ed, “g u ilty ,” before he came 
to the fifth defen dan t, Park­ 
in son , an d on both cou n ts said, 
“n ot g u ilty .” 
Mitchell smiled an d said, 
“Great, Ken .” 
Thu s, the cov er-u p trial en d­ 
ed in the same cou rtroom an d 
before the ju dg e who heard, 
n early two y ears earlier, the 
trial of sev en men charg ed with 
bu rg lary , con spiracy an d wire­ 
tappin g . 
It was Sirica's skepticism in 
that first trial that receiv ed 
mu ch of the credit for spu rrin g 
the con tin u ed in v estig ation that 
u n rav eled the cov er-u p.

(AP) - Police said a hig hly ex ­ 
plosiv e propan e g as leaked 
from a larg e storag e tan k to­ 
day , forcin g the closin g of a 
major hig hway an d posin g a 
seriou s threat to the area 
“An y thin g can set it off,” 
said State Police Sg t. Don ald 
Lehman , “a car’s ig n ition or a 
cig arette.” 
He said it resembled a fog as 
the g as flowed ov er the g rou n d 
A dozen or more families liv ­ 
in g n earby were ev acu ated. 
Illin ois 53 was closed for a 
mile in the v icin ity of Arlin g ton 
Park Racetrack, at which the 
leakin g JO.ooo-g allon tan k is lo­ 
cated. 
State an d local police an d 
firefig hters from two commu ­ 
n ities ru shed to the scen e. 
The 
leak 
was discov ered 
shortly after 8 am . Three 
hou rs later it was still leakin g 
u n con trollably , a Rollin g Mead­ 
ows Fire Departmen t spokes­ 
man said 
Thomas Riv era, pu blic rela­ 
tion s director of Arlin g ton Park 
race track, said the leakin g 
tan k was on the track’s proper­ 
ty an d the propan e g as was 
u sed in operation of the track’ 
lau n dry 
He said a dozen families of 
track employ es Lad been ev ac­ 
u ated from their mobile homes 
located abou t 100 y ards from 
the tan k 
The tan k was 85 oer cen t fu ll, 
an d firmen were u sin g a water 
fog to (ry to dissipate the g as, 


a fire departmen t spokesman 
said. 
“It’s a harmfu l, ex plosiv e 
g as,” he said. “There will be 
on e hell of a fire if y ou hav e 
the rig ht combin ation of g as 
an d somebody lig hts a m atch— 
an d it ain 't g on n a stop.” 
Located abou t a half mile 
from the sig ht of the leak is the 
Arlin g ton Park Towers com­ 
plex , which con tain s a hotel 
an d bu sin ess con feren ce m eet­ 
in g rooms. Officials said there 
were n o immediate plan s to 
ev acu ate some 200 g u ests.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For 
each of the fou r defen dan ts 
con v icted in the Waterg ate cov ­ 
er-u p trial, there were mem­ 
bers of the ju ry who in itially 
plan n ed to v ote for acqu ittal, 
bu t chan g ed their min ds du rin g 
hou rs of deliberation . 
“We weren ’t in complete 
ag reemen t on an y of them rig ht 
off the bat,” a member of the 
pan el said a few hou rs after 
v erdicts were retu rn ed on the 
fiv e defen dan ts. 
“Some of the ju rors had res­ 
erv ation s on all of them. They 
didn ’t wan t to con v ict all of 
them,” the ju ror said 
“They didn ’t wan t to say 
they ’re all g u ilty an d let it g o 
at that.” 


The ju ror asked to remain 
an on y mou s. U.S. District Ju dg e 
John J . Sirica u rg ed the ju ry 
members n ot to talk abou t the 
trial ev en with members of 
their families. 
Despite efforts to seal off the 
ju rors from Waterg ate n ews 
n ot in t rodu ced in ev iden ce, they 
were « » ware that former Presi­ 
den t Richard M Nix on su ffered 
from a seriou s phlebitis con di­ 
tion du rin g the trial. 
Withou t say in g how* or in how 
mu ch detail, the ju ror ackn owl­ 
edg ed learn in g of Nix on ’s ill­ 
n ess despite three mon ths of se­ 
qu estra tion 
Depu ty US marshals mon i­ 
tored trie ju ry to discou rag e 
an y discu ssion of trial matters 


throu g hou t 
the proceedin g 
which beg an Oct. 1. 
The ju ror said the pan el con ­ 
sidered each defen dan t by talk­ 
in g in formally arou n d the oak 
table in the middle of the delib­ 
eratin g room so each of the 
n in e women an d three men 
cou ld be heard. 
Althou g h it became clear in 
discu ssion s how each ju ror was 
thin kin g of v otin g , there were 
formal v otes taken on ly on ce 
for each of the cou n ts lodg ed 
ag ain st the defen dan ts. Man y 
min ds were chan g ed, the ju ror 
said. 
For the ju ror, the 2R White 
Hou se tapes in trodu ced in to 
ev iden ce were the most impor­ 
tan t of all. 


“It’s hard to arg u e with the 
tapes,” said the member of the 
pan el. “ It’s too bad we cou ldn ’t 
hav e tapes at ev ery trial.” 
The ju ror said a sig n ifican t 
n u mber of ju rors felt at the be­ 
g in n in g of the trial that it was 
u n fair for Nix on to hav e re­ 
ceiv ed a pardon while his top 
aides, H. R. Haldeman , John D. 
Ehrlichman an d John N. Mit­ 
chell stood trial. 
Bu t Sirica in stru cted the ju ry 
n ot to con sider the pardon in 
their deliberation s. 
“We realized that this (the 
pardon ) shou ldn ’t affect the 
v erdict,” said the pan e! mem 
ber. “We tried to do what the 
ju dg e said.” 
The pardon was n ot discu ssed

He was admitted to an in ­ 
ten siv e care u n it Wedn esday 
after bein g stricken at 7:30 
p.m. Tu esday while on v acation 
in the Bahamas with his wife 
Cathy , 31. Dou g las, dean of the 
cou rt, was retu rn ed to Wash­ 
in g ton abou t 14 hou rs later 


aboard an Air Force ev acu ation 
plan e dispatched by Presiden t 
Ford. 
“The cerebro v ascu lar acci­ 
den t has resu lted in weakn ess 
of the left side of the body bu t 
there is n o ev iden ce of men tal 
impairmen t,” the 
statemen t 
said. 
“Phy sician s are treatin g Ju s­ 
tice Dou g las with an ticoag u ­ 
lan ts to lessen the possibility of 
blood clots mov in g from the 
heart,” it con tin u ed. “Ju stice 
Dou g las’ con dition con tin u es to 
be officially 
categ orized as 
seriou s bu t his v ital sig n s are 
stable an d he is. alert.” 
Dou g las has an electron ic 
pacemaker in his chest to con ­ 
trol the rate of his heartbeat. 


When it was implan ted, doctors 
said the heartbeat was abn or­ 
mally slow. 
A cou rt spokesman wou ld n ot 
say if Dou g las wou ld be able to 
remain on the ben ch — “It 
wou ld be prematu re to make 
an y specu lation of that sort. He 
has alway s en joy ed his work 
an d has been activ e on the 
cou rt.” 


Dou g las was appoin ted to the 
cou rt by Presiden t Fran klin D. 
Roosev elt in 
1939 an d has 
serv ed lon g er than an y ju stice 
in history . He has distin g u ished 
himself as the cou rt's most 
frequ en t dissen ter, particu larly 
in defen se of con stitu tion al 
g u aran tees o: freedom of ex ­ 


pression . 
In 1966, Dou g las became the 
targ et of a seriou s impeach­ 
men t driv e when it was re­ 
v ealed he receiv ed a $12,000 an ­ 
n u al ex pen se allowan ce from 
the Parv in Fou n dation , which 
receiv ed part of its mon ey from 
Las Veg as g amblin g properties. 


The impeachmen t mov e was 
led by Ford, then Hou se min or­ 
ity leader. Bu t a Hou se su b­ 
committee reported n o g rou n d 
for impeachmen t. Dou g las re­ 
sig n ed from the fou n dation , an d 
Ford said later he had n o qu ar­ 
rel with Dou g las. Dou g las was

Former Presiden t Richard M 
Nix on , who cou n ted the defen d­ 
an ts amon g some of his top 
aides, was to issu e a statemen t 
today , said a switchboard oper­ 
ator at Nix on ’s San Clemen te, 
Calif., home. 
In 1973, Nix on had referred to 
defen dan ts H R. Haldeman an d 
John D. Ehrlichman as “two of 
the fin est pu blic serv an ts I 
hav e ev er kn own .” 
Haldeman an d Ehrlichman 
were con v icted on all cou n ts 
ag ain st them, as were former 
Atty Gen . John N. Mitchell an d 
former Asst, Atty . Gen Robert 
C Mardian Ken n eth W. Park­ 
in son , lawy er for Nix on ’s 1972 
re-election committee, was ac­ 
qu itted. 
Nix on , who resig n ed last Au 
g u st, was himself implicated in 
the cov er-u p activ ities 
Sen s, Howard W, Baker Jr., 
R-Ten n ., 
an d 
Herman 
Tal- 
madg e, D-Ga., members of the 
Sen ate Waterg ate committee, 
both said they were n ot su r- 
orised at the ju ry ’s v erdicts. 
“I feel real g reat sy mpathy 
an d sadn ess for the families of 
the defen dan ts in this trag edy ,” 
Baker said in Nashv ille, Ten n 
An d he said the trial’s com 
plot ion “mov es u s closer to the 
fin al chapter of this u n happy 
episode of American history .” 
Sen . l*owell P Weicker Jr., 
K-Con n ., who also serv ed on 
the Waterg ate pan el, cau tion ed 
that Thu rsday ’s v erdict "is n ot 
a pan acea for the repeated 
tramplin g of con stitu tion al de 
tn ocracy . 
“ It is the failu re tu correct

British firm 
makes Liberty 
Bell replica 


LONDON 
(LENS)— Many of 
those “ treble bob majors," “g rand- 
sires" and other su ch campanolog i- 
cal 
w eirdities 
that 
A m erican 
chu rchg oers will be hearing this hol­ 
iday season will be ru ng on bells 
which had their beg inning s in Lon­ 
don’s East End. 
The oldest of Britain's two re ­ 
maining fou ndries, the Whitechapel 
Bell Fou ndry , has been “fou nding " 
bells there since 1570. It has ex port­ 
ed scores of chu rch bells and. in­ 
creasing ly , handbells to the United 
States. Washing ton cathedral, for 
instance, has a peal of Whitechapel 
bells. 


Bu t Whitechapel will ring ev en 
lou der in 1976, the bicentennial of the 
American rev olu tion. Hav ing made 
the orig inal Liberty Bell in 1752, 
which broke soon after it was hu ng 
in Philadelphia, was recast locally 
and finally cracked tolling the death 
of Chief Ju stice John Marshall in 
18 35, the fou ndry is now making 
2,400 scaled down replicas i withou t 
the crack), one for each month of 
American freedom. 
They are selling for $500-$600. For 
the patriot with a fatter wallet and 
plenty of space, the fou ndry is m ak­ 
ing a smaller nu mber of fu ll-size 
replicas of the Liberty Bell, each 
weig hing almost a ton. for nearly 
$ 11,000. 
Most of the fou ndry ’s work these 
day s is repairing , retu ning and re­ 
hang ing old bells. The casting proc­ 
ess itself has chang ed little since 
mediev al times. The one ex ception 
inv olv es the small replicals of the 
Liberty Bell, for which there is a 
long enou g h produ ction ru n for the 
fou ndry to u se a special wax process 
to bu ild ceramic molds. 


Otherwise all bells, inclu ding the 
fu ll-size replicas of the Liberty Bell, 
are made in the old manner: an in­ 
ner cast made entirely of clay , leav ­ 
ened with horse manu re and laced 
with animal (preferably g oat) hair, 
and the same cu riou s mix tu re ap­ 
plied to the inside of the iron ou ter 
cast. The fou ndry ’ reports a astable 
and reasonably priced su pply of the 
hair and manu re. 
Not so with the copper and tin 
that make u p bell metal alloy ; world 
prices for both hav e soared. Almost 
the only concession that the fou ndry 
makes to modernity is in the tu ning 
process, which is now v erified elec­ 
tronically . 
Worth abou t $625,000 to the fou n­ 
dry , the bell deal is the big g est Brit­ 
ish contract for the 1976 celebra­ 
tions, bu t not the only one. The ap­ 
proach of British bu siness towards 
the “ bu y centennial" has been low- 
key ed—u nlike the American trade 
mag azine. “ Specialty Salesman," 
which earlier this y ear was telling 
its entrepreneu rial 
readers 
that 
“ It’s not too early to be thinking 
abou t how to cash in on the coming 
wav e of patriotism . . . ev ery man, 
woman and stu dent will be a red, 
white and blu e prospect, come the 
rev olu tion.” 


Bu t the British bu sinessman has 
swallowed his chau v inism before, 
and made capital of American inde­ 
pendence. 
Ev en late 18 th centu ry Eng lish 
potters and tex tile manu factu rers 
produ ced items showing “ America 
Triu mphing ov er Britain"; Josiah 
Wedg wood was indeed an activ e 
su pporter of the colonists’ cau se. 
Usefu l bu siness was dru mmed u p 
at the 18 76 Philadelphia ex position, 
when the “penny farthing " was 
brou g ht to the United States; bicy ­ 
cles hav e remained a staple British 
ex port ev er since. 
The British O v erseas T rade 
Board, by holding seminars in Brit­ 
ain and offering to help with distri­ 
bu tion 
problems 
in 
the 
United 
States, is u rg ing Britons to ju mp in 
on the act y et ag ain. “The American 
middle class is abou t to rediscov er 
Georg ian,” That is the prediction of 
a New York desig n consu ltant to 
British bu sinessmen 


In America the Limited Editions 
Collectors Society , besides distribu t­ 
ing the Whitechapel bells, is selling 
B ritish-m ade dru m s ($25G-$400), 
cannon ($550-$600 apiece) and chess 
boards, with Georg e III and his 
Qu een and Georg e and 
Martha 
Washing ton g lowering at each other 
from opposite ends of the board, for 
$495 a set 
Another possibility is a war g am ­ 
ing kit to allow the military history 
nu t to refig ht 16 different rev olu tion­ 
ary war eng ag ements. Wilkinsons, 
the razor blade firm, say s that its 
$1,000 replicas of Georg e Washing ­ 
ton’s sword are selling well in the 
United States 
Thou g h most of the com m em ora­ 
tiv e kitsch and memorabilia for 1976 
will obv iou sly be home-g rown, the 
British are clearly cashing in. Bu t 
the picking s may not be that ju icy . 
As Lord Redmay ne of the BOTH 
warned a g rou p of British bu siness­ 
men last month, first Waterg ate and 
now an economic recession hav e 
somewhat dampened the spirit of 
’76

REFLECTIONS— Well, here we 
a re and for me, it’s some relief to 
write 1975. 
We ju st do not need another 12 
months like those ju st passed bu t 
doii’t be too su re we will not. 
As predicted by u s and others 
tow ard the end of 1973 the fu el short­ 
ag e wou ld be ov er when the price for 
g as oline hit 60 cents per g allon and it 
w a s, althou g h happily the cost now 
has dropped somewhat. 
The g ov ernment and others are 
still talking abou t the g ood idea of 
ou r nation becoming less dependent 
on tine Arab states for ou r energ y 
su pplies.

The m arket price for beef hit the 
skids abou t like the stock market 
and has remained at su ch low lev els 
beef freeders claim they lose money 
by feeding ou t steers for market, bu t 
beef prices in the su permarket hav e 
not come down any where near that 
mu ch. 


The g ov ernment asked why , not 
v ery v ig ou rou sly , and the su per­ 
market chains said they were m ak­ 
ing u p for prev iou s losses and cer­ 
tain bu ilt-in cost in handling the beef 
cou ld not be redu ced. 
So the inflation harried consu mer 
looks at hig h beef prices and cattle 
feeders look at steers wondering 
why they are feeding the animals for 
market to su stain a loss. 
If none of this makes any sense, 
this is the fru strating part of 1973-74 
which no dou bt will plag u e u s in 1975. 
Ou r g ov ernment which has been 


iwo-taced in dealing with citizens 
now needs two heads; one to deal 
with inflation, the other to cope with 
a recession. 
There is no parallel of this with 
the hu man body becau se it cannot- 
contradict itself. 
Howev er, there is an analog y 
which can be dev eloped with ou r 
mentality and the state of the econo­ 
my . 


That is, schizophrenia, a mental 
illness, which by ov ersimplification, * 
can be described as a split personal­ 
ity , two persons in one. 
This mental state pu ts the indi- • 
v idu al ou t of tou ch with reality be-; 
cau se of the contradictoriness of his - 
realized ex istence. 
We wou ld like to su g g est g ov ern- • 
ment meddling with the economy 
has g otten it into some state of 
schizophrenia. 
If this be tru e we will see more 
economic contradictions.

Towel 
line th e tub to protect it from 
scratch es 
To wash a blind, start at th e 
top and clean one slat at a time 
with a sponge or cloth wrung 
out of suds Do th is by folding 
a cloth or sponge around th e 
slat and slide it from left to 
righ t to wash both sides at th e 
same time. Or wear a pair of 
cotton work glov es Dip both 
h ands into th e suds, and use th e 
glov es like sponges to wash th e 
slats.

LAM B - Am I 
hurting myself by placing a flat

stomach? f usually lie flat on 
the floor, place the rock on my 
stomach and concentrate on 
flexing my stomach muscles. 
It’s very difficult for me to 
lose my flabby stomach Swim­ 
ming, bicycle riding or exer­ 
cising all summer did not even 
phase that fat bulge. 
I ’m 47, female and weight 150 
pounds. I ’m 67 inches tall. I was 
warned by a friend that a heavy 
object on the stomach is un­ 
healthy. I disagree. 
D EAR R EA D ER — Whether 
a heavy object on the stomach 
is dangerous or not depends on 
what it is. If you are not careful 
you will win the weight-lifting 
contest for the stomach muscle 
division. 
Whenever 
you 
want 
to 
strengthen a muscle you should 
do exercises that contract that 
muscle. You do exercises that 
bend the elbow to strengthen 
the biceps. By using a weight 
while bending the elbow and 
contracting the biceps you 
progressively strengthen and 
enlarge the biceps muscle. 
The main stomach muscles 
are attached at the lower part 
of 
your 
ribs 
and 
to 
the 
ligaments and bones of the 
pelvis. When you do a sit-up 
these muslces are contracted 
and strengthened. Ordinary sit- 
ups affect the upper muscles 
most and lying on your back 
while lifting your feet off the 
floor with the knees straight 
helps strengthen the lower 
muscles. So sit-ups and leg lifts 
or those exercises that are

modifications of these basic ex­ 
ercises are the ones that help to 
tighten up the abdomen. 
Voluntarily contracting and 
relaxing 
the 
abdominal 
muscles helps, too, whether you

standing. Literally sucking in 
that abdomen as much as you 
can and holding this position 
five to 15 seconds, resting, and 
then repeating the maneuver 
for regular exercise periods 
daily does help some. 
Your problem is not unusual. 
You simply cannot get rid of a 
fat abdomen without getting rid 
of fat. A person with poor mus­ 
cle tone and a sagging pot can 
improve the shape of the ab­ 
domen with exercise, but if you 
have fat inside the abdominal 
cavity and under the skin, the

but I ’m not wild about the idea. 
People who have a 
hernia 
through 
the 
diaphragm 
shouldn’t do this because the in­ 
creased pressure would help 
force the stomach through the 
hole in the diaphragm Obesity 
contributes to this type of her­ 
nia, and it is quite common in 
middle-aged or older people 
Pregnancy causes a temporary 
hernia of this sort in over half of 
pregnant women. If you have 
no tendency toward a hiatal 
hernia and have had no difficul­ 
ty with the rock, I doubt it will 
harm you, but don’t expect too 
much from it. You can get 
much better results if you can 
lose excess body fat with a good 
dietary program. That doesn’t 
mean one of the fad or crash 
diet efforts, either.

Among those who received 
lesser honors was Angela Bad- 
deley, who plays the cook in 
the television series “ Upstairs 
Downstairs “ She was named a 
commander of the Order of the 
British Empire. 
Chaplin, the 85-year-old crea­ 
tor of the “ little tramp,” was 
at his home outside Geneva, 
Switzerland, and a member of 
the household said he had a 
slight case of the flu. She said

Wodehouse. still turning out a 
book a year at 93 about Bertie 
Wooster and his valet Jeeves, 
received newsmen at his home

Young men are getting the 
word that they still have to reg­ 
ister for the standby draft and 
“ there's no great failure to reg 
ister." says Selective Service 
Director Byron V Pepitone 
“ But there is quite a bit of 
tardiness.” failure to register 
as required by law between the 
period 30 days before and 30 
days after their 18 th birthday. 
Pepitone said 
He said in an interview that 
the draft lottery for men born 
in 1956 — who turn 19 this year 
— is scheduled for March 12. 
This will assign them num­ 
bers setting the order in which 


they would be called in case of 
a national emergency which 
would cause Congress to re­ 
sume the draft. These men 
would be first in line for any 
callup during 1976 
Pepitone said he is “ reason­ 
ably satisfied” that 
he has 
overcome the erroneous im­ 
pression prevalent in the first 
half of 1973 that the end of the 
draft also meant the end of 
draft registrations. Nobody has 
been drafted since December 
1972. 
The draft director took sev­ 
eral steps to get things back on 
track First he launched a m as­ 
sive publicity campaign to in­ 


form the young men of their 
obligation. Then he took steps 
to make it easier for them to 
register. 
Men no longer have to report 
to their draft boards, but can 
register with volunteer uncom­ 
pensated registrars 
Most of 
these are at high schools, but 
others are at such places as 
fire stations, court houses and 
National 
G uard 
arm o ries. 
There are now 25,000 such vol­ 
unteers backing up the draft 
boards. 
Pepitone also instituted a sy s­ 
tem under which men in iso­ 
lated places could register by 
mail.

Falklands folks hope for oil boom 


POUT STANLEY. Falkland 
Islands (AP) 
There is a be­ 
lief among the 1.9(H) inhabitants 
that oil lies under or around 
this British crown colony in the 
Atlantic off Argentina. They 
want someone to come look for 
it. 
The Falkland Islands Legisla­ 
tive Council 
voted 
6-2 
this 
month to ask the British to al­ 
low an international oil con­ 
sortium to make a search. 
But the problem is that Ar­ 
gentina has renewed its claim 
to the Falklands. which lie 
about 350 miles off southern Ar­ 
gentina. 
The crown-appointed gover­ 
nor. Ernest G. Lewis, and the 
chief secretary, A. Monk, both 
urged the Legislative Council to 


use caution and to consider the 
difficulties of sovereignty and 
boundaries issues. 
The 
issue 
became 
urgent 
when Ashland Oil Canada Ltd., 
a subsidiary of Ashland Oil Inc. 
of the United States, applied for 
concessions from Britain on be­ 
half of a consortium in Novem­ 
ber, 
The request, as about 20 oth­ 
ers in the past several years, 
has been set aside for consider­ 
ation in London. 
Many 
inhabitants feel the 
British government is simply 
dragging its feet in order to 
avoid a confrontation with Ar­ 
gentina over the sovereignty is­ 
sue. 
But wool and mutton are the 
Falkland's only products and 


international prices for them 
are low. Many here see oil roy­ 
alties — or income from explor­ 
ation operations — as the only 
solution to hard times. 
The consortium is made up of 
Ashland Oil Canada, Asamera 
Oil Corp Ltd., Coral Petroleum 
Inco. of Houston, Tex., Sunlight 
Oil Canada Ltd., Tanks Oil and 
Gast Ltd., and Chimo Manage­ 
ment Services. Ltd. 
A spokesman, Bruce Wilson, 
said here after the council 
meeting that a seismic study 
would first be necessary, cost­ 
ing about $2 million and lasting 
18 months. Results would be 
shared with the British govern­ 
ment, he said. 
The Falklands, now largely 
supplied by Argentine coastal 


vessels, were taken over by 
Great Britain in 18 33. Since 
then a dispute over sovereignty 
has simmered and boiled, alter­ 
nately. 


United Nations says the two 
countries should solve the dis­ 
pute between themselves. In 
the past year, since oil-boon, 
rumors flooded Buenos Aires 
government offices, Argentina 
has stepped up its claims. 
Then the British and the Ar 
gentines signed an agreement 
to develop trade and commu­ 
nications. 
Argentina 
built a 
temporary 
airstrip 
at 
Port 
Stanley, and flights began com 
ing from Comodoro Rivadavia 
Telegraph and telephone lines 
were set up.

Troubles just b eg inn ing fo r Catfish 


In d ia n a is fa vo re d 
to ta ke Big Te n 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
New York Yankees pleased 
Catfish Hunter with the richest 
contract in baseball history. 
That was relatively easy com­ 
pared to the task which new 
faces Hunter — satisfying the 
toughest sell 
in the 
major 
leagues, the New York fans and 
the New York media. 
If Hunter is successful, New 
York can be very friendly to a 
country boy 
from Hertford. 
N.C. But if he fails — and fail­ 
ure is judged by steeper stand­ 
ards here than anywhere else, 
particularly when you're paid 
as much as Hunter will be 
New York can be a tough place 
to live. Even if you have a con­ 
tract worth $3.75 million over 
five years. 
If Hunter thought he had it 
rough dealing with his former 
boss. 
Oakland 
A’s 
owner 
Charles O. Finley, he might 
think again after enduring the 
ever-present media and thou­ 
sands of victory-hungry fans in 
New York who won’t be kind if 
he doesn’t win fast and often. 
That’s the kind of pressure 
that might even make a fellow 


long for Oakland’s semi-obscur­ 
ity, a livable wage of $100,000 a 
year and an off-season of relax­ 
ing with his family and track­ 
ing down the deer. 
The pressure got to Mickey 
Mantle, a Hall of Earner from 
a small town in Oklahoma, who 
turned sullen and inward for a 
time because he couldn't under­ 
stand the curious press or the 
fickle fan. 
The Yankees evidently think 
their gamble is a good in­ 
vestment, that with Hunter on 
the mound they will realize 
once again the great days of so 
many 
previous 
seasons. 
If 
Hunter does buy them the pen­ 
nant and pack in the fans, the 
Yankees are on the way to re­ 
covering some, and probably 
all, of their owners' money. 
But there is a hidden cost in 
Hunter’s contract, believed to 
be one of the three or four larg­ 
est ever negotiated in the king­ 
dom of sport. 
If Hunter, acknowledgly the 
winningest pitcher in baseball 
the past five seasons and the 
American League Cy Young 
Award winner with a 25-12 


record in 1974, is worth $3.75 
million, then how far below fi­ 
nancially should the rest of the 
team be? 
How much should a Bobby 
Bonds, who contributes every 
day, get? How much is last 
year’s Yankee ace, Doc Med- 
ich, a 19-game winner in 1974, 
worth now? One won't know un­ 
til the Yankee players start re­ 
turning signed — or unsigned 
— contracts. 
But it’s a good bet that Med* 
ich doesn't value himself 100 
times less valuable than Hunt­ 
er. And it’s another good bet 
that the Yankees salary struc­ 
ture might be in for an in­ 
flationary push because of their 
newest player. 
Gabe Paul, president of the 
Yankees who personally en­ 
tered the chase for Hunter with 
two personal visits to Ahoskie, 
N.C., doesn’t appear worried. 
He thinks Hunter can per­ 
form and will perform. 
“ We have been looking for a 
right-handed 
pitcher,’’ 
Paul 
said Tuesday night. “ In Hunter, 
we have the winner of the 1974 
Cy Young Award. I don’t think 


we can do any better than 
that.” 
On a team like Cincinnati, 
with bona fide superstars such 
as Johnr.y Bench, Pete Rose, 
Tony Perez and Joe Morgan, 
tossing in a Catfish Hunter 
would 
likely 
cause 
greater 
problems to a team’s salary 
structure than to the Yankees, 
who aren’t believed to have 
that type of super talent on 
their present club. 
That’s one reason why the 
Yankees were able to stay with 
the bidding for Hunter when it 
crept up toward $4 million. 
Another reason is that the 
Yankee ownership is one of the 
most 
well-heeled 
groups 
in 
baseball. They have the money 
to buy talent, and evidently, the 
inclination to do it. 
Apparently, no expense was 
spared in that quest. 
Several high echelon baseball 
sources close to the negotia­ 
tions told The Associated Press 
that Hunter’s attorneys were 
asking for a $1 million bonus, a 
salary of $200,000 a year for 
five years, attorneys' fees of 
$200,000, a 10-year retirement 


plan calling for $50,000 a year, 
a $l million life insurance pol­ 
icy on himself and a $25,000 in­ 
surance policy on each of his 
two children. The sources said 
they 
believed 
the 
Yankees 
agreed to that package or 
something very close to it. 
Hunter said that one or two 
other teams had flashed similar 
figures at him, and there was 
one club, believed to be the San 
Diego Padres, which offered 
more. But when it came to de­ 
ciding time, Hunter said he 
chose New York because of 
Clyde Kluttz and wanting to be 
a Yankee.

For a third season, Quinn 
Buckner, a junior, is a starter 
at guard and the Indiana floor 
leader. 
Neighboring Purdue, led by 
John Garrett and Bruce Park­ 
inson, offers Indiana the strong­ 
est challenge for the Big Ten 
championship. 
Although the Boilermakers 
lost to Florida State and West­ 
ern Kentucky in their last two 
games, they won five of their 
first six contests this season for 
a 5-3 record. John Garrett and 
Bruce Parkinson figure to car­ 
ry the brunt of the Boilermaker 
scoring effort. 
Despite the exit of superstar 


Campy Russell to the pros, 
Michigan has lost only once in 
eight games this season, with 
Steve Grote, C.J. Kupec and 
Joe Johnson carrying the load 
for the Wolverines. 
Minnesota downed Navy and 
Clemson to win their own Pil- 
lsbury Classics and complete 
the preseason with a 7-1 mark. 
The 
Gophers’ 
Mark 
Land- 
sberger is rated top newcomer 
in the conference and have an 
outside chance for the Big Ten 
crown. 
Veteran Rich Schmidt and 
freshman Audie Matthews are 
expected to lead Gene Bartow’s 
first team at Illinois. The Illini 
were 4-3 in preconference ac­ 
tion. 
Ohio 
State, 
Northwestern, 
Iowa and Wisconsin figure to 
scramble for a finish some­ 
where in the middle of the 
pack. The Buckeyes have a 5-4 
warmup record while Wiscon­ 
sin, 3-4, Iowa, 3-5, and North­ 
western, 2-6, were the only con­ 
ference teams to fare poorly 
against outside opposition. 
Over all in preseason play, 
the Big Ten scored 53 wins and 
had 27 defeats, almost a .666 
record. 
The schedule tonight 
has 
Michigan at Illinois. Iowa at 
Northwestern, Michigan State 
at Purdue and Minnesota at 
Wisconsin, while Indiana and 
Ohio State are idle.

Ara's Era ends with Orange Bowl victory

Notre Dame, once again, has 
ended Alabama Coach Bear 
Bryant's elusive quest for his 
fourth national championship in 
college football. But, unlike last 
season, Notre Dam e’s latest up­ 
set of the Crimson Tide won’t 
produce a second consecutive 
title for the Fighting Irish. 
Instead, 
the 
13-11 
Notre 
Dame victory over No. 2 Ala­ 
bama in Wednesday night's Or­ 
ange Bowl seems to assure the 
national crown will go to the 
Oklahoma 
Sooners 
for 
the 
fourth time since The Associ­ 
ated Press began its rankings 
in 1936, 
But Oklahoma Coach Barry 
Switzer, whose Sooners couldn’t 
go bowling because they’re on 
National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation probation for recruit­ 
ing violations, wasn’t really 
worried about the outcome of 
the Orange Bowl. 
“I think it would have had to 
be an Alabama rout to affect 
our standing as No. 1,” said 
Switzer, who arrived in Hono­ 
lulu just in time to turn on a 
television set and see the Notre 
Dame defense hold off Ala­ 
bam a’s final offensive effort in 
a game that wasn’t nearly as 
close as the score. 
But if it isn’t Oklahoma, 
which won its three previous 
national titles when Bud Wilkin­ 
son was coach, then who will it 
be0 
Oklaoma finished 11-0 for the 
regular season and was No. 1 
in The AP rankings taken then. 
Alabama was also 11-0 and No. 
2 
Ohio State was third, but the 
Buckeyes lost 18-17 to No. 5 
Southern California in the Rose 
Bowl just hours before the Or­ 
ange Bowl. That left Ohio State 
10-2-0 and Southern Cal 10-1-1. 
No. 4 Michigan, 10-1, did not 
play in a bowl because Big Ten 
Conference rules permit only 
one team in post-season games 
— and that was Ohio State. 
The final balloting by a na­ 
tionwide panel of sports writers 
and sportscasters was under 
way today. The results will be 
announced at 6:30 p.m., EST. 


Friday. 
In Wednesday’s other bowl. 
No. 7 Penn State went on a 24- 
point binge in the fourth quar­ 
ter of the Cotton Bowl and 
crushed No. 12 Baylor 41 20. 
No. 8 Nebraska beat No. 18 
Florida 13-10 in the New Y ear’s 
Eve Sugar Bowl at New O r­ 
leans 
The 
Orange 
Bowl, 
which 
matched last season’s foes in 
the Sugar Bowl — a gam e won 
24-23 by Notre Dame — was the 
final contest of the 197 4 college 
season. All that rem ain are 
three all-star gam es: the All- 
America Bowl in Tam pa, Fla., 
and the Hula Bowl in Honolulu, 
both on Saturday, and the Sen­ 


ior Bowl in Mobile, Ala., Jan. 
11. 
The Orange Bowl was unex ­ 
citing much of the way but pul­ 
sating in the final minutes. 
With the score 13-11, Crimson 
Tide quarterback Richard Todd 
connected on a 16-yard pass to 
Russ Shamun before Reggie 
Barnett

Todd pass, allowing the Irish to 
run out the clock. 
Actually, the game was more 
a tale of two coaches than two 
teams. 
For Ara Parseghian, it was

And for the Bear Bryant, the 
leather-faced 
legend 
whose 
team s have won more games 
than any other living football 
coach, it was yet another set­ 
back in post-season competition 
— the eighth straight time the 
Crimson Tide has failed to win 
a bowl game. 
“ I feel so washed out,” said 
Parseghian. 
“I don’t feel jinx ed in bowls,” 
said Bryant, who walked slowly 
across the Orange Bowl’s syn­ 
thetic turf after the gam e end­ 
ed. 
Parseghian had announced in 
mid-December that the Orange 
Bowl would be his last gam e as 
Notre Dame’s coach. He said 
he planned to take a six -month 
sabbatical from the pressures 
of coaching. There have been 
rum ors —- all denied by Parseg­ 
hian — that he will eventually 
wind up as coach of the new 
Tam pa, Fla., franchise in the 
National Football League. 
The Fighting Irish had the 
nation’s No. 1 defense, statisti­ 
cally, despite two losses — one 
a 55-23 shellacking by Southern 
California late in the season. It 
was that defense that stymied 
the Crimson Tide, with Notre 
Dame recovering a fumbled 
’Bama punt that led to the first 
Irish touchdown — a four-yard 
run by Wayne Bullock in the 
first period.
